NEW ROAD RULES 
NEED MORE COPS 


New Force of Special Men Will 
Soon He Seen On Roads 
Here. 


Assisting th** local detachment of 
State Police iii the enforcement of 
the recently 
developed rules govern­ 
ing the use of the highways by m otor­ 
ists, residents and automobilists here 
will soon become fam iliar with a new 
elan of officers. 
Paul I). W right, secretary of high­ 
ways, today 
announced that 
plans 
have been completed for the inaugu­ 
ration of the "D epartm ent of H igh­ 
ways Police,” anil this force will he on 
the highways of Pennsylvania within 
as short a time as possible. 
The new police force will begin its 
operations with 12"* men, 
each of 
whom will receive $1Q0 per month 
and expenses. 
The force will be dis­ 
tinctively 
uniformed 
and 
will 
he 
mounted on motorcycles. 
Details 'of 
the uniform, which will soon become 
a familiar sight 
on the roads 
of 
Adams county and the rest of the 
State, are now being decided upon. It 
will be such, it is stated, that m em ­ 
bers of the force will he instantly 
recognized. 
“ For reasons of economy, to secure 
a force as efficient as possible and of 
high morale,” said Secretary W right, 
“ the Department of 
Highways has 
asked Lynn G. Adams, Superintendent 
of the Pennsylvania State Police, to 
organize the D epartm ent of Highways 
Police. 
The State Police Training 
School will be used as a 
training 
school for the motor policemen. 
At 
this school they will be given thorough 
instructions in 
the motor laws 
of 
Pennsylvania and will he perfected in 
the use of motorcycles. A large num ­ 
ber of applications for these positions 
has already been received, and the 
Department is now 
mailing 
blank 
forms to these men. 
.Sim ilar forms 
will he mailed to all future applicants. 
“The 
Department 
of 
Highways 
seeks to enlist young men who are 
skilled motorcycle riders and who have 
a high moral character.” 
The police force, it is expected, will 
he at work the latter part of August.

States is at the threshold of a m a r­ 
velous aerial age, says a statem ent by 
the bureau of standards. 
W/ithin ten years, the bureau fore- 
• a.?ts. the airplane will lie as firmly 
established in everyday life of A m er­ 
ica as the automobile. 
The coming 
decade, 1923-1933, will w itness an ex- 
I ans ion of th e use a f aircraft com­ 
parable only to the am azing advance 
of tin* automobile in the yea is 1905- 
1915, it believes. 
Die aerial age will bring not only 
a now vehicle of transportation and 
communication, the bureau believes, 
but 
will have 
important 
and 
f a r ­ 
reaching effects on the econonr'c and 
social fabric of the American nation. 
The arrival of the aerial age v ir­ 
tually precipitates a race for <«di- 
uiercia! prim acy under the new or­ 
der 
of 
things, 
the bureau 
infers. 
Cities which take steps now to pro­ 
vide adequate aircraft facilities, such 
as landing fields, will win the first 
prosperity, it declared. 
“ Exports believe that 
within 
ten 
years the United States will see an 
extension of the use of aircraft fo r 
business and pleasure somewhat sim i­ 
lar to the extension in the use of auto­ 
mobiles between 1995 and 1915,” says 
the statem ent, 
“Airplanes will be used more and 
more for carrying mails and perish­ 
able goods, while it is not impos- 
rih’e that oroide of m oderate wealth 
will find thorn useful for commuting, 
f o r business trips and fo r week-end 
pleasure jaunts.

It is one l o the speech of triad amazement at 
thing for the Wail Street Journal,

in saying something nice about the 
home city 
that ought to tickle the 
fancy of the financial 
belt, to pre­ 
dict in the year 
2000 there will be 
29,000.000 
inhabitants 
in 
greater 
New York. But history does not bear 
out this prediction of uninterrupted 
growth, 
and, in this 
connection, a 
study of the rise and fall of other 
great centers 
of population is in­ 
teresting. 
For instance, Rome had, before its 
long decline began about 1,600 years 
ago, a population of 2,200,000. 
The 
population is now under 600,000, and 
it has been as low as 1120,000. 
History is full 
of stories of the 
rise and decline of 
cities, many of 
them of great wealth and influence, 
such 
as 
Carthage and 
Babylon-, 
which have utterly disappeared from

stances these were. really city states, 
and their obliteration was due to the 
fortunes of war and the destructive 
lust of 
the conquerer.

rise of a community has been due to

Moscow, Vienna, London, Paris and 
other great cities of the world, there 
has been a greater 
element of per­ 
manency, 
but even 
with these the 
shifting of 
trade, due 
to improved 
methods of transportation and other 
causes, 
has 
often 
worked 
great 
changes, 
as with 
Venice. 
Ypres. 
Bruges 
and some of the great me­ 
diaeval cities. 
Our big cities, New York, Chicago. 
Philadelphia. 
Detroit, 
Cleveland. 
etc., 
all own their 
rise and rapid 
growth to certain advantages of lo­ 
cation. 
but it is absurd to .suppose 
that they are going to keep on ex­ 
panding indefinitely. 
Already they 
have become 
too large for real ef­
